Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16-30 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 16 and 17 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a fibrous 
web that comprises refined long fibers, 15-30 lbs/ton of cationic wet strength agent, and anionic 
strength agent, whereby the cationic and anionic agents are provided in amounts that yield the 
claimed net charge, and whereby the web exhibits at least the claimed ranges for machine 
direction stretch, cross-direction wet strength, and tensile modulus of stiffness. 

Claims 18-23, and 30 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a 
single ply towel that comprises refined long fiber, 15-30 lbs/ton cationic wet strength agent, and 
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anionic strength agent, whereby the cationic and anionic agents are provided in amounts that 
yield the claimed net charge, whereby the web exhibits at least the claimed ranges for wet tensile 
strength, absorbency, and tensile modulus of stiffness. 

Claims 24-29 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest an aqueous 
web that is non-compactively dewatered and dried comprising refined long fibers, 15-30 lbs/ton 
cationic wet strength agent, and an anionic strength agent, whereby the cationic and anionic 
agents are provided in amounts that yield the claimed net charge.
